Court Commands Statue Must Go 


MONTGOMERY, ALA. I Alabama Chief Justice 
Roy Moore on Wednesday lost a last-min- 
ute appeal to the Supreme Court to save a 
Ten Commandments monument he installed 
in a judicial building, clearing the way for 
its removal. 

After the court acted, Montgomery police 
handcuffed about 20 Moore supporters who 
had knelt and stood at the monument inside 
the building rotunda and refused to leave. 


U.S. District Judge Myron Thompson had 
set a midnight Wednesday deadline for the 
monument’s removal. He has threatened 
fines of $5,000 a day if his order is ignored 
after the deadline. 

Attorneys who sued to force removal of 
the monument said they expect to file a con- 
tempt of court petition against Moore that 
Thompson may consider in a conference call 
Friday, setting the stage for fines, (ap) 


No Delay 
For Recall 
Election 

Schwarzenegger, Ueberroth 
unveil economic outlines 

LOS ANGELES I Republican recall candi- 
dates Arnold Schwarzenegger and Peter 
Ueberroth laid out economic recovery out- 
lines for California on Wednesday as a fed- 
eral judge rejected an effort to delay the 
Oct. 7 vote because of potential problems 
with punch- card voting machines. 

Schwarzenegger surrounded himself exec- 
utive-style with big-name advisers to explain 
his economic plans. Ueberroth, the former 
baseball commissioner and 
1984 Olympics organizer, 
held a straightforward 
news conference. 

Schwarzenegger said 
he did not want to raise 
taxes and would identify 
areas to cut after a special 
audit of the state’s books 
“to find out how bad the situation really is.” 
Education was off the table, he said, but he 
would not specify areas up for grabs. 

Ueberroth said he would cut state spend- 
ing across the board by 5 percent and bring 
in $ 6 billion through a one-time tax amnesty 
in which people who failed to pay past taxes 
would get a chance to settle their accounts. 

Meanwhile, a judge turned down the 
American Civil Liberties Union’s request to 
delay the recall until March so that six coun- 
ties can replace old punch- card machines 
with more reliable ones, erica werner (ap)

R.l. Nightclub, 
Rock Band Fined 
For Deadly Blaze 

PROVIDENCE, R.l. I Six months after 
the nightclub fire that killed 100 peo- 
ple, the federal agency that regulates 
workplace safety has fined the club’s 
owners and the band Great White 
nearly $100,000. 

The Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration fined Derco 
LLC, which ran The Station club, 
$ 85,200 for violations including the 
use of highly flammable insulation. 

Jack Russell Touring Inc., Great 
Whitescorporateparent,facesa$7,000 
fine for failing to protect employ- 
ees from fire hazards, OSHA said. 

Great White was playing at The 
Station on Feb. 20 when its pyro- 
technic display started the blaze 
that killed 100 people and injured 
nearly 200 others, (ap) 


Calif. City Has Nation’s Worst Air 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. I A national air pol- 
lution study found that Riverside, 
Calif., has the nation’s worst air qual- 
ity, with an average of 148 unhealthy 
air days a year. 

The Washington, D.C., area tied 
with Ventura, Calif., for 20th place in 
the survey, averaging 34 unhealthy 
days annually. 

The Surface Transportation 
Policy Project — a group that wants 
more public spending on transit, 
sidewalks and bicycling to reduce the 
nation’s dependence on cars — spon- 


sored the study, which used 2000- 
2002 data from the Environmental 
Protection Agency. The American 
Public Health Association and the 
American College of Emergency 
Physicians also participated. 

The group said more driving is 
the chief cause of poor air quality, 
even though vehicle emissions are 90 
percent cleaner than 30 years ago. 

Americans are driving 162 percent 
more miles than they did in 1969, 
or about 5 percent more annually, 
the group said, (ap)

FBI: Bombmaker 
needed little expertise 
to craft explosive 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The truck bomb 
that devastated the U.N. headquar- 
ters here was a crude combination of 
explosives from Saddam Hussein’s 
old military arsenal, including a 
giant 500 -pound bomb, an FBI 
investigator said Wednesday. But 
U.S. and Iraqi officials said it was 
too early to say who was behind 
the attack. 

Special Agent Thomas Fuentes 
said that the explosives were piled 
— without “any great degree of 


sophistication or expertise” —onto 
the back of a Soviet-made military 
flatbed truck, not a cement truck 
as earlier thought. 

The vehicle was driven to just 
outside the concrete wall recently 
built around the hotel and deto- 
nated. Some munitions failed to 
explode; investigators had to dig 
through the site carefully to avoid 
setting them off. 

The death toll from the blast 
Tuesday stood at 20, including 
U.N. chief envoy Sergio Vieira de 
Mello, and was expected to climb 
higher because officials said more 
bodies were trapped in the rubble.

Abbas moves to arrest 
militants; looks to 
Arafat for support 

JERUSALEM I Palestinian Prime 
Minister Mahmoud Abbas ordered 
the arrests Wednesday of suspects 
directly involved in a Hamas sui- 
cide bombing that killed 20 people, 
but said he would not take broader 
action against militant groups with- 
out the backing of Yasser Arafat. 

Abbas, Arafat and other top 
Palestinian leaders met behind 
closed doors Wednesday night in 
what participants described as 
tense talks in the West Bank town 


of Ramallah. 

The bus bombing was the dead- 
liest attack since U.S. President 
George W. Bush unveiled the “road 
map” peace plan in May. 

In response, Israeli Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon approved a 
series of pinpoint military strikes, 
some of which could begin imme- 
diately. Thirteen Israeli tanks were 
seen lining up outside the West 
Bank town of Ramallah, where 
Arafat’s headquarters is located. 
However, Israeli security officials 
indicated the compound would not 
be targeted, as it was in previous

Japan Holds Firm 
On Abductions 

TOKYO I Japan’s chief negotiator at 
upcoming six-nation talks on North 
Korea’s suspected nuclear weap- 
ons program said Wednesday that 
Tokyo wants the issue of Japanese 
kidnapped by the communist 
state solved together with the 
other issues. 

The talks next week in Beijing 
will focus on halting alleged efforts 
by North Korea to develop nuclear 
arms. But Japan is unique in com- 
ing to the table with a second, highly 
emotional agenda — the abduction 
of its citizens by North Korean spies 
in the 1970s and 1980s. Some were 
snatched from seaside towns while 


walking home from school or stroll- 
ing on dates. 

Last September, Pyongyang 
reversed decades of denial and 
said it had systematically kid- 
napped Japanese nationals to allow 
its spies to master their language 
and assume their identities. It has 
repatriated five survivors but not 
their seven children. Dozens more 
missing people are suspected of 
being held there. 

The Japanese Foreign Ministry 
official in charge of the negotiations 
said the concerns about nuclear 
weapons and abductions must be 
solved together. 

North Korea has lashed out at 
Japan for wanting to raise the issue, 
warning that it could “throw the dis- 
cussion into confusion.” (ap)

KIGALI, RWANDA I Less than a week 
before Rwanda holds its first real 
presidential elections, reports 
are piling up of police and secu- 
rity agents threatening the oppo- 
sition, and the country’s largely gov- 
ernment-run media continues to 
demonize the leading challenger. 

Monday’s contest has been 
billed as a showcase of Rwanda’s 
progress in the nine years since a 
genocide shattered the tiny coun- 
try. The election pits President Paul 
Kagame, who led the rebel move- 
ment that toppled the genocidal 
regime, against three opponents. 
Faustin Twagiramungu, who bare- 
ly escaped the slaughter, is his only 
serious competitor. 

Officials deny the opposition is 
being harassed or that the media 
are biased. But foreign observers, 
diplomats and ordinary Rwandans 
say otherwise, raising concerns that 
fear stoked by a government with a 
strong authoritarian bent has poi- 
soned the atmosphere. 

There is little chance that 
Rwanda’s Western patrons will 
come down hard on a government 
that has turned the country into an 
island of stability.

Opposition mounts 
effort to unseat 
Venezuela’s Chavez 

CARACAS, VENEZUELA I Opponents 
of Hugo Chavez turned in more than 
2 million signatures Wednesday to 
demand a referendum on ending 
his tumultuous presidency. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Venezuelans took to the streets 
in the first large opposition pro- 
test since a general strike failed to 
topple the leftist leader earlier this 
year — renewing a power struggle 
that promises more unrest. 

In Argentina, a defiant Chavez 
vowed in an interview with The 
Associated Press to defeat any bid 
to remove him. He insisted the 


signatures were fake, saying some 
belonged to dead people and others 
were taken from bank registries. 

Chavez vowed to crush the rem- 
nants of what he calls the “oligarchy” 
that ran Venezuela for 40 years but 
left 80 percent of its people poor. 

Critics accuse Chavez of amass- 
ing authoritarian power, steering 
Venezuela toward Cuban-style 
communism, sympathizing with 
leftist Colombian rebels and 
seeking to destroy Venezuela’s 
private sector. Venezuela’s consti- 
tution allows citizens to demand 
a referendum halfway through a 
president’s term. 

But Chavez has said the only 
recall to be held this year will be 
the gubernatorial vote in California.

South African police and the FBI 
arrested Craig Michael Pritchert, 
41, and Nova Ester Guthrie, 28, in 
Capetown on Tuesday night, South 
African police spokeswoman Mary 
Martins Engelbrecht said. The cou- 
ple, who were on the FBI’s most- 


wanted list, had been living in South 
Africa since 2000 under the aliases 
Andy and Dane Brown. 

The Colorado-born Guthrie 
worked as a manager at a trendy 
Cape Town nightclub, the Bossa 
Nova Lounge and Club. Pritchert, 
born in Illinois, often visited her 
and was a regular at a local gym, 
authorities said.

Multiple rail lines

WASHINGTON! Commuter rail traffic 
in the Washington area and Amtrak 
trains in the Southeast slowly 
returned to normal Wednesday 
afternoon following a signaling fail- 
ure at CSX that the freight carrier 
blamed on a computer virus. 

The virus infected the computer 
system at CSX’s Jacksonville, Fla., 
headquarters, shutting down com- 
munication systems at about 1:15 
a.m., a CSX spokesman said. 

The signal outage briefly affected 
the entire CSX system, which cov- 
ers 23 states east of the Mississippi 
River.

MUSIC I A quarter of a century 
ago, the Sex Pistols declared war 
on Western civilization and the cor- 
porate music industry with a fero- 


cious volley. Just as the mainstream 
caught up to the Pistols, the ground- 
breaking group disbanded. 

Before “punk” bands whined 
about divorced parents and needy 
girlfriends, the Sex Pistols mounted 
a major attack on institutions rang- 
ing from the Queen of England to 
the Top of the Pops. 


The band was together for two 
years, released one masterpiece 
(“Nevermind the Bollocks Here’s the 
Sex Pistols”), and single-handedly 
changed the face of rock. 

The anarchist fortitude of front- 
man Johnny Rotten (John Lydon) 
paved the way for independent 
musicians of all stripes. 


Public outrage over their first hit, 
“Anarchy in the U.K.,” inspired their 
record label to drop the Pistols in 
1977- Soon after, they were banned 
for their second scathing single, 
“God Save the Queen,” timed to 
Queen Elizabeth’s 25thjubilee. 

And the aging band has returned 
to rescue rock ’n’ roll again. 

Reunited last year for the queen’s 
50th, the Pistols are pushing 50 
themselves. Many may question the 
motivation for a reunion tour. But 
the band may be more relevant than 
ever before. Various permutations 
of “punk” have flourished, indica- 
tions that the commercial music 
industry has muted a once violently 
expressive genre. Someone should 
tell local punk posers whose initials 
start with “Good” to pay close atten- 
tion: Johnny Rotten can still kick

M u S l C I Rap forefather and spoken 
word luminary Gil Scott-Heron has 
released only one album of new 
tunes in the past 20 years, but his 
back catalogue cements his position 
as an incisive voice of the African- 
American experience.

Free spirit of the West 
takes pride in proving 
anything goes here 

POLITICS I Yes, it IS different in 
California. Always has been. 

Author Carey McWilliams knew 
that. Writing of his beloved home, 
he said: “California is no ordinary 
state; it is an anomaly, a freak, 
the great exception among the 
American states.” 

That was back in 1949. Now, a 
half-century later, the nation is wit- 
nessing a spectacle so exceptional 
even those who live in the “great 
exception” aren’t sure whether to 
boast or blush. 

The gubernatorial recall has peo- 
ple wondering whether California 
finally has gone off the deep end 
— and right into the Pacific. 

There’s the bizarre cast of candi- 
dates, the Keno- style lottery draw- 
ing to determine who goes where 
on the ballot-turned-playbill and, 
yes, even a game show. (“Who Wants 
to Be Governor of California? The 
Debating Game,” is coming to cable 
in October.) 

“I’ve defended California against 
people who’ve said it was weird, but 
this thing is over the top even for 
me,” said state librarian Kevin Starr, 
a fourth-generation San Franciscan 
and appointee of recall target Gov. 
Gray Davis. 

“This is some kind of collec- 
tive nervous breakdown that 
California’s going through. This 
confirms everybody’s worst sus- 


picion about California.” 

And it shows how different per- 
ceptions of the state can be. 

• A luggage store manager in 
New York City: “California is apolit- 
ical circus. This is a disgrace.” 

• A San Diego tech company 
owner: “I think it’s great! It’s really 
cool to see politics play itself out.” 

• A student in Nashville : “It seems 
like everyone and their grandmother 
is in the recall election.” 

• Astate employee in Sacramento: 
“We’re rebels without a cause.” 

• A secretary in Chantilly, Va.: “It’s 
just one more reason you couldn’t 
pay me to live in California.” 

Even some Westerners see the 
recall as just another “la-la land” 
oddity. “Nothing surprises me [with 
California],” Oregon accountant 
JaRee Spatz said. 

“Only in California,” many say 
— and, if you look to history, the 
maxim often rings true. 

“The recall represents 
that ... if-we-dont- 
like-the-rules-lets- 
change-’em streak in 
California.”

Since California’s birth, it has 
been seen as a state that’s physi- 
cally, culturally and politically 
out-there — an egotistical radical 
making waves regardless of where 
they crash. 


Today, it’s a land of citrus and 
smog; computer whizzes and drag 
queens; surfer dudes and scientol- 
ogists; plastic surgery and oxygen 
therapy; suburban sprawl and envi- 
ronmental activism. 

Tim Hodson, executive director 
of the Center for California Studies 
at California State University in 
Sacramento, summarizes a com- 
mon attitude here: “We’re not out of 
step, we’re just one step ahead.” 

“California is different, and 
California takes great, perverse 
pride in this,” Hodson said. “We’re 
probably somewhat embarrassed 
that Larry Flynt has announced 


for governor, but on the other 
hand somewhat proud that we’re 
having something no one else has 
had since 1921.” 

“The recall represents that inher- 
ently unstable if-we-don’t-like- 
the-rules-let’s-change-’em streak 
in California. We worship change, 
whether it’s necessary or not.” 

Change for change’s sake, 
sure. But there are other rea- 
sons, problems hardly restricted 
to California. 

There’s the state’s burgeoning 
economic woes, from a $38 billion 
budget deficit to the energy crisis 
that brought soaring gas prices and 


rolling blackouts. 

The Golden State is tarnished, 
and its people are itching to pol- 
ish it up. 

Perhaps that’s why even 
Californians who oppose the recall 
— whose eyes roll at the carnival 
it has become — can relate to the 
sentiment behind it. 

“I don’t agree with the recall, but 
at least it’s not a fraud. The people of 
California are still in control of their 
own destiny,” said Billy Tsangares, 
a Hollywood T-shirt maker. 

Tsangares should know. He’s one 
of the 135 people who made it on 
the ballot, pauline arrillaga (ap) 


Post-9/11 Spies Join the Beat in Agency’s Career Surge 


CAREERS I The CIA, looking to dou- 
ble its ranks of clandestine opera- 
tives, recently graduated the largest 
class of new officers in the agency’s 
history, officials said. 

They are, on average, 29 years 
old. One -third are women. About 
12 percent are ethnic minorities. 
Three-quarters speak a foreign 
language with considerable flu- 


ency, recruiting officials say. 

Some recruits gave up more 
lucrative jobs in the private sec- 
tor, and one took a pay cut of close 
to $100,000, agency officials said. 
Their starting salaries are between 
$45,000 and $60,000 a year. 

They graduated in June; many 
are assuming fake identities and 
heading overseas. Their job will 


be to steal secrets. 

With the fight against terrorism 
and new interest in tracking weap- 
ons proliferation, the CIA is flush 
with new money and jobs to fill. 

Interest in working for the CIA 
rose after the Sept. 11 attacks. 
Between October 2001 and October 
2002, the agency received 170,000 
resumes, said Bob Rebelo, the agen- 


cy’s human resources chief. 

Criticism has increased, as well. 
Rebelo recalled some pointed ques- 
tions from the audience at a recent 
career fair he attended. 

“The first question I got: ‘Nine- 
Eleven happened. You can’t find the 
weapons of mass destruction. You 
can’t find Osama bin Laden. You’re a 
secretive organization. You can’t tell 


us sources and methods. You can’t 
talk about much . . . How should I, as 
an American, feel about investing 
in such an organization?’ ” 

Rebelo said he answered: “Are 
we ahead of the game? We think 
we’re more ahead of the game than 
we were,” Rebelo said. “Are we win- 
ning? Hell, no. Get over it. It’s a diffi- 
cult, complex world out there.” (ap)
